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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 1-37 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), claims 38-69, directed to the 
process of making the patentable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, are now subject to being rejoined. Claims 38-69 are hereby rejoined and 
fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 have been 
rejoined, the restriction requirement made in Paper No. 3 is hereby withdrawn. 

As set forth in light of what is known from In re Ochai (71 F. 3 d 1565, 37 USPQ 2d 1 1 27 
Fed. Cir. 1995) and In re Brouwer (77 F. 3d 422, 37 USPQ2d 1663 Fed. Cir. 1996) and Section 
2116.01 of the MPEP, the currently claimed method limitations positively recite the patentable 
feature of the starting material as an active process step, so as to only produce the novel product. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The affidavit under 37 CFR 1.132 filed August 7, 2003, is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 1-37 based upon a U.S.C. 103 rejection in view of Gadoury (US 6,200,535), 
Luckenbach (US 4,803,256), and Wessely (US 4,452,607). 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-69 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: for the reasons argued 
in the present response and for the reasons shown in the Rule 1.132 affidavit. No prior art was 
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shown to teach or suggest a dyed flame resistant fabric comprising a plurality of melamine fibers, 
wherein the flame resistant fabric has been dyed through a beam dyeing process nor the method 
of beam dyeing a melamine fabric.
